You mav meet a farmer whoso ideas 
are a little mixed about the rotation 
of crops and the value of silage, but 
you have to go far indeed to find one 
who has not his preference as between 
Plymouth Hocks, Leghorns, Langs- 
hans, Cochins, and Brahmas. Chick- 
ens on a farm are a kind of saviugt- 
bank, and those which lay the most 
eggs and fetch the highest prices as 
broilers are very naturally more 
highly esteemed. Now the fancy far- 
mers were the first to attempt to 
breed better chickens in this country, 
and thev continue to lead in the ex- 
periments looking towards the further 
betterment oi domestic fowls. There 
is one thing ihat has been insisted on 
iu vain, so far as ordinary farmers arc 
concerned. That is the value of 
cleanliness — cleanliness In the chicken 
houses and cleanliness in »he fi 
water given to the fowls. 1 
houses are productive of all kinds of 
disease, and unclean food and watei 
There is an old-fashioned iiotioi 
that chickens are good scavengers 
and that if allowed the freedom of the 
barn-yard they will forage for them- 
selves. This is true, but it is very un- 
likely that any cock or hen from such

In this promiso tweeting bnt one pe- 
culiarity of divine promises is empha- 
gixed, and that is the faithfulness of 
them. "God's promises aro sure" is the 
keynote of our topic. In lsa. xl, 8. the 
prophet says, "The {Truss wlthereth. the 
jkrwn tsdeth, but the word of our God 

shall stand forever." In Math. xxiv. &V 
s eayB. "Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but My words shall not pass 
away." In each of these the character- 
istic of certainty is prominent and up- 
permost, first, na to tho promises of God. 
and, second, as to the promises of Christ. 
1. The promises of God that have 
!en fulfilled. "The word of onr God 
shall stand forever," says the prophet, 
and the history of man re-echoes the 
statement. God has been faithful to all 
HiB promises. When man sinned He 
lised tho world a Redeemer. The 
promise has been fulfilled in Jesus Christ. 
The promise to Noah that tho world 
should not again be destroyed by • 
flood, the promise to Abraham of a cove- 
nant, people and country; the promise to 
be with His people Israel so long as they 
were faithful to Him, the promise "while 
the earth remaineth" of •■seedtime and 
harvest, cold and heat, summer and win- 
ter, day and night," the promise to be 
with the widows and fatherless, have all 
been abundantly fulfilled, and well may 
it be said of the promises of God. "He ia 
faithful that promised." 
The promises of Christ that have been 
illilled. "My words," says Christ, 
shall not pass away," and history also 
corroborates tho truthfulness of His dec- 
laration. Christ has fulfilled the prom-
